Applicants have cancelled claims 1-39, which had subject matter drawn to 
numerous non-elected subject matter. 

The claims 41-51 drawn to a single compound as given in claim 41 and their 
method of treating various respiratory diseases is now being allowed. 

The allowed claim is not obvious nor is it anticipated over the prior art. 

The US 6380218 discloses a large genus of similar core however, there is no 
motivation to pick and choose to obtain the species of the invention. The Rl R4 and R5 
groups have too many variations to make the species of the invention. 
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Applicants have several co-pending applications 10/181416, 1 0/0628 1 1 , 
10/361062 and 10/613988 which have a similar core but not the species of the applicants 
compound. 

Thus claims 41-51 are allowed.
